Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argues that Shinada does not teach "said recess is 
partially covered by said seal member adhered to the outer surface of said lid". Fig. 18(b) shows the seals (545, 543, 
544) covering all portions of the recess (541, 541, 541'") (also see column 15, lines 49-51). Examiner will reconsider 
Applicant's arguments regarding claims 15 and 58. However, Examiner maintains his position regarding claim 97. 
Shinada teaches a recess (segments of 541 , 541', 541") formed on the portion of the outer surface of the lid where the 
narrow groove is not formed (541 is formed where 540 is not formed, Figs. 18a, 18b). 
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
